CHINESE IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Decision in Favor of Children Born 
> im the United States. 

‘San Puancisco, Jan. 9.—Superior Judge 
Maguire decided to-day thatin the case 
of Mamie Tape, a Chinese girl, ten years 
of age, against Miss Jennie M. A. Hurley, 
principal of a public school of this city, that 
Chinese children born in this country are 
entitled to admission into public schools. 
The opinion is based on the Fourteenth 
Amendment, which secures equal privi- 
leges to all persons born within the 
United States, subject to their jurisdic- 
tion, and the State law, which provides 
that all children shall have eqaal facilities 
for education by means of public schools. 
When the reading of the decision was 
concluded it was stated to the Court that 
under the present rules of the Board of 
Education if Miss Hurley should admit 
the Chinese girl to her school she would 
be summarily dismissed from her posi- 
tion. Judge Maguire responded that in 
that event the members of the Board of 
Education would be summarily punished 
for contempt. Counsel for the Chinese 
girl said he would not press the matter to 
any unpleasantness. A decision was all 
he desired at present, Opportunity would 
be given for carrying the question to the 
Supreme Court and afso giving the Board 
of Education an opportunity to amend its 
present rules and regulations before pre- 
senting the Chinese girl again to Miss 
Hurley for admission to her school. The 
decision creates much surprise and ex- 
citement.

Mr. Dolph nig ocr favorably from the 
Committee on blic Lands the bill to 
amend the revised statutes relating to the 
entry of coal lands by reducing the price 
of such lands from $10 to $5 per acre, 
where the lands are more than fifteen 
miles from any completed railroad, and 
from $20 fo $10 where the lands are 
withiu fifteen miles of a completed rail- 
road. In submitting his report, Mr. 
Dolph said all other mineral lands are 
sold at five dollars per acre, and there is 
no good reason for the difference in price 
which now exists between coal lands and 
other mineral land. He also said should 
the bill be passed the sale of coal lands 
would be largely.iucreased and the open- 
ing and development of coal mines he 
greatly stimulated and the receipts of 
the Government from the sale of this 
class of lands considerably augmented. 
The Senate resumed consideration of 
the interstate commerce bill. 

Mr. Garland called up the House bill 
on the same subject, with the view, he 
said, of moving to recommit the Senate 
bill, with all its proposed amendments, 
together with the House bill, to the Com- 
mittee on Railroads for further considera- 
tion. The House bill was read, and Mr. 
Garland addressed the Senate on the sub- 
ject matter. 

Mr. Garland said Congress could not 
divest itself of its legislative power and 
hand it over to any commission. The 
powers lodged in the commission were ex- 
traordinary. It not only gave the com- 
mission legislative, but judicial powers. 
It seemed to him the courts were compe- 
tent to deal with the question involved, 
and if they were not, their jurisdiction 
could be enlarged. The bill just passed 
by the House was a better measure than 
any of the measures pro in the Sen- 
ate, aud the House bill defined what was 
wanted, and did not delegate the power of 
Congress to any other body. Mr. Garland 
wanted to see the object in view accom- 
plished, and felt he could say that the 
Senators on his side of the chamber would 
cheerfully aid in bringing the matter to a 
close at this session. He believed greater 
progress would now be made by recom- 
mitting all bills and proposed amend- 
ments to the committee, who could con- 
sider them and report promptly to the 
Senate.
